Of the Jewjsh Massacre Is 


Still Qrowing 


Number Killed is Two Hundred and 


Thirty-Five 


Massacre Not Due to Peasant Uprising Against Usur 


ious Jews As Reported By Russia—Relief 


Funds Are ^Needed for Survivors. 


(Scripps-MeRae Cablegram to the Advocate.) 


BERLIN, Ma> 21—Dispatches to the Vossische Ze-tung, the Tageblatt 


and the Lokal Enzeiger today show that a violent anti.Semitic epidemic 
has resulted from the Kishineff massacre and is preparing throughout east- 
ern Europe * 


In the district of Dorogi Roumania, Prime Moruzzi, former governor 


of Bucharest is reported to be inciting he popuiace against the Jews by stor- 
ies of ritual sacrifices by the (after. 
The prefect of Dorogi has informed 


the Roumanian government that the situation is causing great anxiety. 
From Titza Pavelsou, in the district of Putna, ccmes a report that ihe wo- 
men theie have'taken a hand in the trouble and are preaching a bloody 
crusade against the Jews. Similar agitations are also reported in the Rou- 
manian province of Argesch Nae Dumierosco. The dispatch adds that a Rou- 
manian official is reorganizing an old 
anti-Semitic league throughout the 


country. The Bucharset correspondent of the Vossische Zeitung wires that 
a general massacre of Jews in Roumania has been planned for today and 
"that the government is encouraging the feeling against the Jews. Minis- 
ter of the Interior Lascar has announced new repressive legislation against 
the Jews. 


The Riga correspondent of the Lokal 
Anzeiger today states that the 


Jews the-e have taken measures for seif-protection in view of rumors of 
approaching persecution. The Tageblatt asserts that the massacre of Jews 
has been planned in many Russian towns similar to that which occurred at 
Kishineff, probably at Whitsuntide. 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE AWFUL MASSACRE. 


(Advocate Telegram.) 


NEW YORK, May 21—The total amount received up to this noon for 


the relief of Kishineff sufferers is about $30,000. A least $5,500 of this was 
collected in cents, nickels and dimes among tne poor i» the Jewish -section 
of the cltyr " 


Among the letters received giving details of the massacre was one 


which reached Habbi Hyman Brodsky, of the Anshe Russian 
synagogue, 


West Kenny street, N. J., from Abraham Greenfield, the" sexton of the skn- 
agogue in Kishineff. In part the letter says: 


"Our stores and houses were destroyed by the Russians who fell upon 


us unexpectedly. Many people were murderously attacked on the streets. 
They did not pity old men, women or children. Do you remember Mirrila, 
the restaurant keeper? Well, Mirrilla's daughter was ill when 22 rascals dress- 
ed in red broke into the home and destroyed everything. 
A little girl 


was thrown out of the. window and Baski, the unlucky mother, was mur- 
derously assaulted. She died two hours later. Her husband, Zoreb, took a 
stick to hit one of the rascals, but a policeman struck him in the face with 
a sword and made him totally blind. 


"Moses Atlas, 74 years old, whom many people in Newark, N. J., know, 


was tied u.p and taken to the roof of the Zetomistick Hotel and from there 
hurled to the ground. He was dead when we found him. 


"Shoomah, the teacher, who, yon know, was a hunchback, was taken 


from his home. They drove nails six inches deep into bis hump. He is now 
in the hospital and is not expected to live. ' 


The letter details numerous other outrages and says the Kishineff Jews 


intend retreating to Doubenria, Kretchna. It closes as follows: 


"Dear Rabbi Brodsky. If my letter does reach you notify the whole 


American people. Let me know whether or not you can publish it. 
They 


won't allow anything to be published here abo"ut the trouble. Let the Amer- 
ican people know why our people go to Ar.ierica, the land of the free."

Newspapers ^rtiich have deprecated 


the massacre and criticised the con- 
duct of the officials have been sup- 
pressed or censured.

Was Not Due to

Against Usurious Jews as Re- 


ported by Russia.

er crimes committed at Kishineff were 
due to a .peasant uprising 
against 


usurious Jews are false. 
There was 


nothing spontaneous about the affair. 
' The whole carnival of massacre and 
pi'Jage was done systematically 
in 


cold blood. 
The ring leaders wore 


badges, like military officers, and di- 
rected the operations systematically in 
different parts of tne town. 


Their followers aid not rush about 


erratically like a 
disorganized mob 


under the influence of sudden blind- 
ing passion. 
On the contrary, they 


obeyed their leaders and pursued their 


task of destruction methodically and 
effectively. 


Possibly the performance was more 


thorough and more bloody than the 
St. Petersburg officials'intended, but 
the strongest reasons exist for believ- 
ing, that without the instigation of the 
minister .of the interior the tragedy 
never could have happened. 


Of course M. von Plehwe acted out 


of a sense of patriotism. The Jews 
have maintained tftpjr T^pjgi ami trp. 
ditional solidarity and defied Russian 
assimilation with an obstinacy that 
has been a mortal offense to the steam 
roller statesmanship of the Czar's 
counselors. 


ENGLISH SENTIMENT AROUSED. 
London, May 21—Public indignation 


against Russia 
is naming forth in 


the newspapers throughout the coun- 
try and mass meetings are fanning 
the fire. The Kishineff massacre is 
the principal text of the protest, al- 
though Muscovite tyranny in Finland 
and trickery in China are angrily de- 
nounced . 


Some uneasiness is manifested in 


official quarters lest the squall should 
extend to parliament and cause the 
government additional annoyance on 
the subject of the Russian proceed- 
ings.

RUSSIAN SPIES 


Who are Now Working in this Country 


Sending Information Back to 


Europe. 


New York, May 21—There are fully 


5,000 paid spies of the Russian gov- 
ernment in. the- limited States; accord- 
ing to statements of prominent He- 
brews of this city. 


It 13 also stated on th'e best of au- 


thority that a large ntumber of these 
sleuDhs are working in Chicago and 
the middle West. 


It is said that everything having the 


least interest to the Russian Govern- 
ment that is said or done ia the United 
States "ia transmitted as rapidly ais pos- 
sible by this army of spies. 


They aa*e especially anxious, it is 


said, to get letters written by perse- 
cuted Russians to relatives and friends 
in this country in order that they may 
&enid back to the central government 
utterances which may be used as jus- 
tification for further persecution. 


Knowledge of this fact, it is said is 


what makes the Hebrews on. this Bide 
so careful not ito give verbatim ex- 
tracts from any foreign letters in rela- 
tion to the massacres in Eish.in.eff and 
elsewhere. 


"We must protect our countrymen 


and ourselves," said a prominent Jew- 
ish publisher. 


"The Italians have their Mafla, and 


Russia has its band of murderers, who 
work with as much secrecy and dis- 
patch as the Mafia. In sixty days the 
Russian Government does away with 
anyone it wishes to. No one wio at- 
tacks the Russian Government is 
safe"

ACCIDENT IN *A RAILWAY GAS 


HOUSE IN NEW YORK 


THE 
FIRE 
IS STILL BURNING 


But It is Not Believed It Will Extend 


Beyond the Gas House—A Body 


Recovered.

New York, May 21—An explosion oc- 


curred about noon today in the gas 
house in the yards of the New York 
Central railroad at the corner of One 
Hundred and Fifty-Fourth street and 
Sheridan avenue. It is reported that 
eight bodies have been taken from the 
scene and that the police think that 
other deaths have occurred. 


Later—It is impossible at this time 


to estimate the lefcs of life. One hun- 
dred men are at Work in and about the 
gas house and many are known to have 
perished. • One body has been recov- 
ered and two other laborers have been 
taken out fatally injured. It is believ- 
ed six more are. ! dead in the ruins. 
While the fire is still burning it is not 
believed it will spread beyond the gas 
house.

OWensboro, Ky, May 21—By Satur- 


day night or Sunday morning a com- 
pany of state guards will be encamped 
in Jackson, Ky., to remain during the 
special term of Court called bj Judge 
Redwine and longer, if the conditions 
demand. Governor Beckham has been 
here since Saturday night visiting rel- 
atives and attending the Knights Tem- 
plars' conclave. Yesterday afternoon 
he stated that he would send a com- 
pany of troops to Jackson. In answer 
to a question he said:

To 
be sure, if the rock drops away quick- 
ly on a sharp grade this difficulty may 
be altogether a minor one. A good 
gravel soil is one of the best to build 
upon in respect both to drainage and 
to the stability of the house, and com- 
pact sand, if not subject to the action 
of running water, is a most excellent 
foundation and a thoroughly good me- 
dium.—Cosmopolitan Magazine.

All Planters Were Architects. 
Very few of- the old houses of the 


south, except some of the Georgian 
houses of Charleston, which belong to 
an earlier period than the white col- 
umned houses of the early nineteenth 
century, have elaborately decorated in- 
teriors. The reason is not far to seek. 
Except in the seacoast cities of the 
south skilled labor was rare, and ar- 
chitects were- almost unknown. 
The 


great majority of planters therefore 
were compelled either to import their 
architectural designs or draw them 
themselves. Most of them preferred to 
do the latter (as Thomas Jefferson pre- 
ferred to draw his own plans for Mon- 
ticello) and to oversee personally the 
construction of the houses. 


With this end in view almost all 


men of means in the south prior to the 
civil war •were" students of architecture 
and ready purchasers of such architec- 
tural plates as were published from 
time to time. To this day heavy vol- 
umes on Greek architecture—technical 
works that only students would care 
to own—are to be found as features of 
such old family libraries as are1 "-still 
preserved throughout the south.—Mrs.

Ah od*d 'sight to be seen in Spanish 


cities is the manner of moving house- 
hold effects. In cities like Toledo and 
iordova the streets are mostly very 


narrow and the houses tall, sometimes 
six or seven stories. The streets are 
often so narrow that horse vehicles are 
not permitted in them. When the peo- 
ple more from place to place their 
liousehold goods and chattels are trans- 
ported in handcarts. Then, instead of 
being painfully lugged up the narrow 
staircases, for there are no elevators, 
they are hoisted in large baskets by 
means of block and tackle to the par- 
ticular lloor to which they are destined. 
Wheu there, they are passed in through 
large doorlike windows. In most of 
these cities one sees ornamental iron 
hooks projecting from the topmost cor- 
nice of the facade, to which the tackle 
is adjusted. 
It works on precisely the

Aims of Reform Association Dis- 


cussed by Its Leader. 


THE CHIEF 


K«l Cfceo <>njr« Without HU 


Aid Nothing C«n Be \ecomi>ll»he«J. 
Progressive Idea* of the Occident 
Spreadlaaj Throughout the Empire 
Deiplte the EMpres* Doiv«Ker'> Otf- 
fouMam. 
Professor Lebng K.ii Cheu, founder 


and vice president ol tile Chinese Km- 
pire Reform associ ition, ex-teacher in 
the palace of the omperor of China 
and second to Kany \u Wei, the lead- 
er of the Chinese national 
reform 


movement, which despite the unre- 
lenting opposition of the empress dow 
ager is spreading all over the empire, 
arrived in New lork the other even- 
ing, having come fiorn Japan by way 
of Canada, says the Xevv York Times. 


This is the first visit to America of 


Leong Kai Cheu, who is regarded as 
the most powerful man in Chinese ed- 
ucation and politics today. He found- 
ed the Chinese Empire Reform asso- 
ciation in 3897, and now its member- 
ship 
far 
exceeds 
3,000.000, 
with 


branches covering every part of the 
world where Chinamen reside 
There 


are only two parties in China, that of 
the empress dowager and the Reform 
association. 
The former is still the 


stronger, tint its pow er is on the wane, 
•while the reform association is grow 
ing every day. 


Professor Leong's visit to tbe United 


Stated -Is for the purpose of stirring 
up enthusiasm 
among the various 


branch organizations of the associa- 
tion which exist in almost every large 
city in the countrj 
The head of this 


movement is only thirty years old aud 
has a boyish face. He dresses like an 
American and looks like an Ameri- 
canized Chinaman, although he does 
not speak Ehglfsh. 


Professor Leong was perfectly frank 


in discussing the aims of his reform 
organization. 
- "While I have not been in China of- 
ficially in some years," said he, "I have 
been there a good many times under 
assumed names and in disguise and 
am thoroughly alive to the events as 
they shape themselves1 in the empire. 
All the world Is by this time acquaint- 
ed with the aims of the Chinese re- 
formers. Of course our principal aim 
Is tbe retbronement of the emperor./or 
without his aid- we can accomplish 
nothing in the wfay of reform. 


"The empress dowager is "hopelessly 


set against auy-movement whatsoever 
that will tend lathe slightest degree to 
get away from-'the customs of ancient 
CTiina.' An™'BerT'ptbtes1tations and all 
her promises are afefoliltely insincere, 
and %e who know her best *ave not 
the least Idea of accomplishing any- 
thing through heft 


"The emperor, while he is a Mantchoo 


and a man of no very con§pieuous abil- 
ity, nevertheless is imbued with the 
idea that the empire to progress must 
get in line with the other nations of 
the earth and atfa'ndon many useless 
and handicapping customs. 
He has 


got all of bis Ideas of western civiliza- 
tion from Japanese, English and Amer- 
ican sources, and it is these three peo- 
ples that he would take for his models 
In fashioning a new regime. 
' "The party of the dowager empress 
or, rather, the following of the empress 
dowager, is still all powerful in the 
empire, but its strength is rapidly wan- 
ing, and even before her death the 
overthrow 
of her power may be 


brought about Her death, however, is 
sure to see the beginning of tbe new 
era in China, for we are ready to make 
ourselves felt in the government. It 
would surprise jou to know the num- 
ber of men who are connected directly 
With the Peking government who are 
members of tbe reform party. Our nest 
aim is the framing of a constitution 
and the establishment of a house of 
parliament similar In general respects 
to that of England, wtoere our sons 
may take a hand in the government. 
The third aim is a thorough reform in 
the matter of education. 
China to 


keep pace with the other nations of the 
earth must establish a system of edu 
cation on modern lines. 


"The Chinese reformers do not wish 


the empire to break away from all of 
its old traditions No country can give 
up all of Its traditions and gain by it 
What we want is limply the addition 
of certain essential principles of west- 
ern civilization into our national life. 
The emperor realizes this, and these 
schemes, begun already and interrupt- 
ed, will be resumed, and that very soon. 
I might add here that the nations to 
feel the first effects of beneficial re- 
form in China will be the United 
States, England and Japan. Tbe Chi- 
nese have obtained their first and only 
Impressions 
of foreign 
civilizations 


from these thr<^ countries and will 
mold their new national life from a 
composite idea pained from tbe three 


"As to the Holers and the Boxer 


movement, tli^ Boxer organizations 
afill exist, but their influence is reac- 
tionary and •a*" never make itself ?»• 
rlously felt agiln. for the whole coun- 
try is rapidlv becoming imbued with 
the idea of reform " 


As to China s attitude toward Rus- 


sia and tbe lattf r's occupation of Man- 
churia, Profi-=or 
Leong said that 


there was Httlf doubt in China that 
Russia intended under the very first 
pretext to sei?p the territory for per- 
manent occupit'on. The idea held In 
some quarters that a secret under- 
standing between China and Russia 
etlata was absolutely erroneous.

houses, 8 West Ninety-third street, a 
fdur story and basement 'ted brick 
house hi New York, owned by Russell 
Sage, has,been devastated by vandals, 
says the New York World. The house 
is an eyesore to the street. For years 
it has been unoccupied. Not a window 
ID the house is whole. The woodwork 
on the outside lacks paint and is chalk 
marked by children who romp about 
the abandoned house. On the panelof 
the once fine grained oak doors is 
marked in great chalk letters the word 
"Silence." 


For years this house has been known 


as "Russell Sage's whim." 
. Liberal offers have been made for 
the purchase of the property, but he 
has refused them all. He set a price 
Which -real estate dealers will not meet, 
and rather than "back down" Mr. Sage 
permits the house to be dismantled by 
thieves. There is a great lock and 
chain on the basement door; and the 
ront door is locked and barred. Ad- 
oining the house is a one story, exten- 
ion, over which an agile person could 
limb and gain access to the house! 
Mr. Sage bought the property in 1898 


under a foreclosure sale from a Dr. 
Hayward, who occupied it. It was 
used for a short time as a residence 
and again as a kindergarten school. 
For months it has been untenanted. 


The Sage house was built ;ten years ] 


ago and was fitted-,.with all. tbe im- 
H'ovements of that, time and .was kept 
ip to date in improvements. Now it is 


wreck. The nickel plumbing has been 


removed, the 'marble mantels taken 
away; and even a valuable parquet 
floor was carried off in sections. The 
silver plated faucets and water piping 
las beeii removed and sold as junk. A 
grand chandelier in" the parlor, from- 
which hung hundreds of prisms, is' 
gone.

There never has been a caretaker in 
b.e house since it was abandoned.

It 'would have 
cost $1,000 to do it, and Mr. Sage re- 
fused. 


.Not content with removing stuff of 


value, the vandals destroyed 'the fine 
satin faced wall paper and knocked the 
plaster full of holes. The boys of the 
neighborhood have made .the windows 
targets for stone throwing. At times 
personal remarks about Mr. Sage are
